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time of year, is there any part of town where 
you couldn't use a little help not sinking up to 
your haunches in snow? But rather than just 


using your snowshoes to overcome naturally 
occurring obstacles, you're actually supposed 
to strap up and go seek out impassable drifts 
and unsullied meadows of snow on which to 
enjoy your snowshoes. Why? Because they are 
there. 

My first snowshoe expedition occurred in a 
backyard in St. Albert. It was not a towering 
triumph. After fussing over four separate sets 
of straps and buckles | took my first tentative, 
awkward steps in my new outdoor gear. 

Not only did the shoes provide little in the 
way of flotation atop the unparted dunes, the 
long tails of the shoes seemed designed to 
shovel snow up my butt and into the backs of 
my boots. Finally | realized that the shoes are 
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hinged and the tails are meant to fall away from 
your heels and shed the snow as you walk, at 
which point my toe buckles got stuck under 
the front part of the snowshoes, causing me 
to affect a gait not unlike someone experienc- 
I fell. Clearly I 


needed a real foray into nature to discover the 


ing inner ear dysfunction. Then 


true extent of my new powers asa snowshoer. 
But where? 

Gold Bar Park is lovely, but overrun by off- 
season cycling fanatics who likewise take all the 
fun out of cross-country skiing with their clingy 
unitards and waxed, aerodynamic swiftness 
whipping past duffers on every side. Hawrelak 
Park seemed too familiar, Rundle Park too far, 
Victoria Golf Course too flat and open, Pound- 
maker's Lodge too closed in and hilly. Where 
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was the porridge Goldilocks chose? 

The environs around the Valley Zoo, which 
yearly revert to a wild, unplowed state, seemed 
like a good setting for the exploit. Properly ac- 
coutered-snowshoers traditionally dress in lay-

One downside of snowshoeing is that, in 
seeking out untramped fields wherein to ex- 
perience the flight-like liberation of “flotation” 
one generally must gracelessly plod across 
well-travelled pathways creaking like an old 
porch swing and looking like a dork. Winter 
wonderland revellers nearby regarded me as

though I were some simpleton tottering about 
on training wheels 

Once loosed on the unbroken trails in the 
thick stands of trees and plains of snow-choked 
long grass, I started to see the appeal of having 
these ridiculous pontoons on my feet. 

Snowshoes work best in 20 centimetres or 
more of snow, which packs down under your 
footprint to buoy you up. Where I'd been wary 
of getting tangled up in undergrowth or wrong- 
footed (and compound-fractured) on narrow 
trails, | found myself just stomping right over 
that shit 

Even better, I found myself so thoroughly 
surrounded by barren, snow-limned boles, 
criss-crossed branches and stillness — save 
my own labored breath — I pretty much for- 
got I was surrounded by city on all 
sides. 

The dog extemporized a steeple- 
chase over felled trees, up embank- 
ments and through tight corridors, 
periodically tripping me up by cir- 
cling around and jumping on the 
backs of my shoes. This was, as they say, some 
old fashioned fun. 

Emerging from the hoary glade I heard a dog 
park patron, Timmy’s in hand, bark, “Ha! I love 
it!” in my direction. “Find some deep snow?” 
he asked as our dogs exchanged butt-greetings. 
“Yeah, it's great exercise for the dog,” I said. 
“Must be for you too,” he rejoined, at which 
point I noticed my absorbent layer was well-sat- 
urated with exertion and that I had disappéared 
off my own radar for close to two hours. 

Which brings me to-a serious health warn- 
ing regarding snowshoeing from the Internet: 
“Immoderate snowshoeing can lead to serious 
lameness of the feet and ankles which Cana- 
dian voyageurs called mal de raquette!” In 
short, would-be coureurs de bois, know your 
limits. But by all means, try to get up real close 
to them.

The Rink Report 


Even resilient Edmontonians sometimes forget 
that winter can be a fun-filled season, and dur- 
ing the past couple winters I’ve seriously con- 
sidered hopping a plane to Hawaii. 

But recently I became a touch sentimental 
about everything a prairie winter entails, and 
felt, perhaps, | needed to let go of the winter 
angst. 

So, after purchasing a new hockey stick 
and scrounging through the garage for my old 
skates, I set out on a quest to find the winter I 
remembered. 

Once I got out on the ice, I began to feel bet- 
ter with each stride. There was that old thrill of 
gliding across the ice, dumping a puck in the 
corner, and being put on my rear after some 
slight contact by an 11-year-old. 

I left after an hour and half of impromptu 
shinny a new man. 

There are more than 100 rinks in Edmonton 
It would take me a few winters and diagnos- 
able obsession to be able to skate on and rate 
every single one of them. But I have found cer- 
tain rinks in the city are perfect for skating and 
shaking me out of my winter rut. 

Edmonton has an absolutely stellar supply of 
outdoor ice surfaces. This is a list of my five fa- 
vorite places, so far. 


1. Ritchie Park (7727-98th St.) 

This rink is home to a lot of very good drop- 
in hockey players, but don’t let that intimidate 
you. Ritchie Park has a large area surrounding 
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the hockey rink that is also flooded. This makes 
it a great place for both competitive players, and 
those who wish to simply practice their skills 

2. Montrose (5920-119th Ave.) 

I don’t often find myself in the north end, but 
I was glad I stumbled across the Montrose rink 
It's a pretty simple recipe for success. Good ice 
with no pot holes, indoor arena quality boards, 
and excellent lighting. From what I heard from 
regulars, this particular rink gets maintained 
well throughout the winter. 

3. Pleasantview (10860-57th Ave.) 

This rink, located just off 109th Street is a fan- 
tastic place to play. It gets flooded almost every 
day and is hands down the best ice for outdoor 
rinks in the city. 

4. McKernan (11341-78th Ave.) 

The McKernan rink is an old part of town, 
and stepping out onto the ice you get an old-time 
hockey feeling. The rink is tucked behind the 
McKernan community centre and has a really 
secluded atmosphere. The ice surface and light- 
ing are both decent, and you can't beat a heated 
shack for warming up or tying your skates. The 
community league also keeps the lights on later 
than most rinks. 

5. The Legislature (10820-98th Ave.) 
This isn’t a great place to play hockey, but you 


really can’t beat a skate at the Legislature. It’s | 


a perfect spot to take a date or the kids. With 


a view of the Legislature Building right behind | 


you, it’s hard to top the ambience.

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Lack Of Money And Overuse Eroding Highways 


STRAIGHT DOPE CECIL ADAMS 
GEE, WHY CAN'T THEY MAKE 
HIGHWAYS LAST FOREVER? 


As one way to alleviate my otherwise 
simmering rage while crawling along 
the Eisenhower Expressway these 
days, I've been trying to figure out 
why they can't make a highway that 
lasts forever. Aside from the need to 
preserve triple-overtime jobs for road 
construction workers, is there some 
other (possibly physical) reason why 
this can't be done? —Dan Witte, 
Forest Park, Illinois ; 

Uh, yeah. It's called reality. Elimi- 
nate that and you've got the problem 
licked. Since you seem like the can- 
do type, Dan, we'll put you in charge 
of highway maintenance and see how 
well you manage. Here's a rundown 
on the challenges you'll face. 


{ won't dwell on this, since you're 
from the Chicago area and thus pre- 
sumably familiar with the concept. 
The principal phenomenon of inter- 
est is the infamous freeze-thaw cycle: 
snow falls, melts, seeps into cracks, 
and freezes again. The pressure of 
the expanding ice inexorably breaks 
up the pavement. Another factor is 
road salt, which can filter down into 
concrete and corrode the steel rebar 
within. So if you can do something 
about winter, half your problems dis- 


appear. 


Roads would last a lot longer if it 
weren't for all the vehicles driving on 
them. It's not uncommon to hear of 


highways in American urban areas 
carrying double or more the traffic 
they were designed for. 

Trucks are particularly problemat- 


ic. The rule of thumb among highway 
engineers is that road deterioration is 
roughly proportional to vehicle axle 
weight to the fourth power. In other 
words, doubling the weight on an axle 
increases the wear and tear on the 
roads by 16 times. Roads are usually 
designed assuming that a single axle 
on a big truck carries a maximum of 
18,000 pounds. Compared to a typi- 
cal car carrying 2,000 pounds (907 
kilograms) per axle, a fully loaded 
truck stresses the road surface 6,561 
times as much. Minor overloading 
can make a big difference. Exceed- 
ing the maximum load by just 10 per 
cent increases road stress by 46 per 
cent — that’s why you see all those 
weigh stations on highways. So the 
next job on your list, Dan, is dealing 
with the damn trucks. 


Or more precisely, lack of money. 
Generally speaking, U.S. highways 
were built on the cheap, meant to last 
just 20 years. Unfortunately, some 
parts of the Interstate Highway Sys- 
tem are now 50 or more years old. 
Highways in Europe are built to en- 
dure much longer than those in the 
U.S. For example, the Netherlands 
expects its roads to last 40 years. 

How do they manage it? Although 
European highway designers use a 
variety of advanced techniques, two 
things stand out: thicker, more du- 
rable roadbeds and greater reliance 
on concrete. 

This is something that as highway 
czar you're going to need to know 
about, Dan, so pay attention. The 
two main paving materials are con- 
crete and asphalt. Concrete is strong 
and durable, but building roads out of 
it is complex, expensive, and slow — 
you need a lot of rebar, the concrete 
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has to cure, etc. Concrete roads also 
tend to be noisy, and slick when wet 
(although that can be remedied), and 
when they do eventually fail, they're 
a pain to repair. 

Asphalt, by comparison, is cheap, 
forgiving, and fast. True, it tends to 
fall apart quickly, but you can easily 
patch it till things have really gone 
to the dogs, at which point you just 
resurface the whole road. You can 
spread and roll the paving in the 
morning and drive on it in the af- 
ternoon, minimizing complaints by 
impatient motorists. The drawback 
is that you have to do this every few 
years, leaving everybody cumula- 
tively more pissed off. 

Don't get me wrong. You can make 
long-lasting roads using asphalt; in 
fact some modern highways use a 
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combination of asphalt and concrete 
to get the best of both worlds. But 
there's no simple way to do this. You 
have to rip out the original excuse for 
a roadway and redo it from scratch. 

That's what they did in Chicago 
a few years ago when rebuild- 
ing the Dan Ryan Expressway, a 
perpetually clogged truck, route. car- 
rying 300,000 vehicles per day on 
a road designed for 150,000. The 
original road typically consisted of 
12 inches of aggregate (basically 
crushed rock), ten inches of con- 
crete, and five inches of asphalt, for 
a total depth of 27 inches. The new 
highway has a 24-inch-deep aggre- 
gate sub-base, six inches of asphalt, 
then 14 inches of concrete, for a total 
of 44 inches. 

Good news: it's supposed to last 30 
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years — some say 40. Bad news: re- 
building 10 miles (1.6 km) cost close 
to $1 billion. The National Highway 
System, consisting of all critical U.S. 
roads, is 160,000 miles (257,495 
km) long. The American Society 
of Civil Engineers estimates that 
the country’s roads and bridges-will 
need $930. billion worth of work 
over the next five years, less than 
half of which is likely to happen. 
So that’s your final challenge, Dan. 
Once you've got the weather and the 
trucks under control, you'll have to 
see if you can make money grow on 
trees.

PRIVACY CANNOT TRUMP THE OPEN 
ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE 





A few days before Christmas, a crime was 
committed that horrified Edmontonians. 

Two little boys, ages 3 and 6, were found 
dead in a northside townhouse. Their father 
has been charged with the crime, but there 
isnothing else we can tell you. Thanks to 
the province's troubled ministry of Child 
and Youth Services, we can't tell you their 
names. These two innocent victims of an 
unspeakable crime must remain unnamed 
and forgotten, thanks to a government 
bureaucracy with an obsession over privacy. 
Even the name of the boys’ father, charged 
with the murder, was initially withheld so 
as to protect the privacy of the other family 
members. Only a special order from the gov- 
ernment allowed his name to be released. 

Child and Youth Services Minister Yvonne 
Fritz said her department provided support 
and services to the family of the dead 
children. And therefore under the draconian 
privacy rules of the ministry, it is not allowed 
to give out any information that might give 
away the identity of the children, or their 
parents. Anyone who violates the rule faces 
a $10,000 fine, or even jail time. 

Under normal circumstances, protect- 
ing the privacy of minors and their families 
is a laudable goal. There are, of course, 
legitimate reasons to protect the privacy 
of the families who come under the care of 
the government. According to the ministry, 
involvement with child and family services 
can be highly stigmatizing to a child, and 
protecting privacy is of paramount impor- 
tance. 

There is no arguing this point; children, 
and teens in particular, should be shielded 
from the embarrassment of having their 


names splashed across the newspapers 

and evening news. (The power of the law 
extends, apparently, in perpetuity. In May of 
last year, an Edmonton man was stabbed to 
death downtown. He remains anonymous 
because of his previous involvement with 
children’s services — and he was 25 years old 
when he died.) 

Fritz said she looked into the matter after 
the tragic murder of the two unnamed 
children, and that she was satisfied that her 
department did everything right, and no 
investigation would be launched. Nothing 
to see here, people. Move along. Trust me, 
she says. 

But should we? 

Children and Family Services has seen 
nine children under its jurisdiction die in the 
past two years. This mania for privacy looks, 
fairly or unfairly, like a tidy way for bureau- 
crats to cover their mistakes. 

In most cases, the anonymity law makes 
sense. But in cases of capital crimes, it is 
extreme. 

This is not a petty crime we're dealing 
with here — two children, who had at least 
some minor contact with children's services, 
have been killed. 

Justice, as the old axiom goes, must not 
only be done, but must be seen to be done. 
Transparency is a hallmark of a free and 
open society. Children deserve protection 
in life. And in the unfortunate circum- 
stance of a premature, violent death, they 
deserve to be remembered, and not buried 
anonymously to protect some perceived 
sensitivities. 

These little boys, sadly, are forever beyond 
the reach of school-yard taunts.

Edmonton already has ‘sig- 
nificant investments in the down- 
town area in.the form of the library, 
Churchill Square, the Art Gallery of 
Alberta, several small parks, schools 
and public transit. Putting more 
people close to these amenities just 
makes sense 

But it’s no easy feat. When the 
2009 municipal census was taken, 
there were only 112 kids under the 
age of nine living downtown. If the 
core is really going to compete with 
the suburbs for families, the hous- 
ing stock will have to include big- 
ger units and some indoor or out- 
door communal space attached to 
the buildings. Once there’s a critical 
mass and it becomes more the norm 
to raise kids downtown, it might not 
be as hard to attract families, even to 
smaller spaces 

I remain skeptical about develop- 
er incentives. Downtown land and 
building costs are high, and the in- 
dustry people I've spoken to say that 
units with more than two bedrooms, 
and especially two bathrooms, tend 
to have smaller profit margins. Sim- 
ply put, there’s no money in -high- 
density family housing. These in- 
centives are designed to counteract 
that, but I wonder if this model will 
really help. Will the developers con- 
centrate on designing and building 
family-friendly high rises, or will the 
city money just fatten their bottom 
line? I guess we'll just have to wait 
and measure the results in the ware- 
house district. 

More flexible parking requirements 
for residential units were included 
in the details passed by city council 
earlier this month. This change in 
policy could help make downtown 
living more affordable for everyone, 
families included. The city will al- 
low developers to build residential 


units without a minimum parking 
requirement. That could mean no 
parking at all, or it could mean fewer 
spaces per unit. The cost difference 
for apartments or condos without 
an associated parking spot is in the 
neighbourhood of $40,000. That's 
a significant amount for someone 
weighting the benefits of living 
downtown if they are already living a 
car-free lifestyle. However, a cultural 
shift is needed before this would have 
broad appeal. According to the 2008 
municipal census, only 13 per cent of 
households live car free. It's a pretty 
safe bet that a majority of those resi- 
dents are already living in the core or 
central neighbouroods. 

The freeze on surface parking 
included in the plan is also encour- 
aging. New businesses can build 
surface parking on their properties 
adjacent to their offices, but the de- 
pressing practice of knocking down 
buildings for parking lots should be 
curbed. 

For car drivers, I know the idea of 
less parking downtown raises some 
ire. For people who work or play 
downtown finding and paying for 
parking is one of those corrosive daily 
annoyances that motivates business 
to move out of the core. According 
to a 2009 report from Collier Inter- 
national, Edmonton has the fourth 
highest parking rates in Canada, be- 
hind Calgary at the top, Toronto in 
second place, and Montreal in third 
With so many malls and power cen- 
tres offering free parking, it’s hard to 
justify the $10 fee for a story session 
at the downtown library, especially 
when there are libraries all over 
the city. 

While the situation may seem 
tough now, if the city is successful in 
pushing for a cultural shift towards 
less car dependent culture, maybe 
Edmonton can get to the point that 
even on bone-chillingly cold days 
there will be a gaggle of kids running 
around the downtown library.

Free Skates For Kids 


COMMUNITY LEAGUES KICK- 
START NEW SKATE, STICK, AND 
GOALIE PAD LOANING PROGRAM

Chances are, if you happen upon any 
outdoor rink in Edmonton you will 
find it packed with gliding figures 
shooting and scoring their way into 
the imaginative annals of hockey 
history. 

But not everyone with a passion for 
putting a puck top-shelf, or skating a 
pirouette get the chance to practice 
their skills. 

With new skates and sticks costing 
more than ever, an outing on an out- 
door rink can min into the hundreds 
of dollars. 

This is why the Edmonton Federa- 
tion of Community Leagues (EFCL), 
which maintains 110 outdoor sur- 
faces in the city, is setting its wheels 
in motion in 2011 to make an already 
accessible activity even more so. 

In January, the €FCL will begin 
expanding a new program with Ed- 
monton Minor Hockey aimed at 
providing hockey and figure skates, 
sticks, goalie equipment and even 
skating lessons for Edmontonians. 
Best of all it's free of charge. 

“Money rules out hockey for a fair 
number of kids,” Allan Bolstad, ex- 
ecutive director of the €FCL says. 





we think 


“So whatever we can do, 
will help the whole effort of getting 
kids on the ice.” 

The concept is similar to that of a 
lending library, with skates and sticks 
loaned out on a first-come first-serve 
basis, and so far, as Bolstad explained 
on a small scale there has been both 
positive and unforeseen results — it's 
the goalie equipment that has be- 
come a hot commodity. 

“Most kids never get a chance to 





play goalie simply because of the 
high cost of pads. We have discov- 
ered it's being used every day.” 

This initiative comes in the wake 
of a downward trend in children’s 
organized sports participation. A 
Statistics Canada survey found that 
from 1992 to 2005, organized sport 
participation in children aged five to 
11 years old dropped from 53 to 47 
per cent, while youths aged 11 to 14 
shrank from 64 to 55 per cent 

On top of this, great disparity exists 
between affluent and poor families

This is why Bolstad says commu 
nity outdoor rinks can bolster activ 
ity 


“It's very accessible and it’s easy,” 


he says. “You don’t have to go very 
far for a sport to play, unlike the in 
door rinks where the time is in heavy 


demand, and expensive to book 
“And nothing beats the outdoor ex- 

perience on those days that are nice 
you can go outside and skate for 

hours. If you go and watch these kids 


they'll be there for three hours or | 


more with only a few breaks. There's 
no way you could do that in an in- 
door rink, and it's a refreshing and 
healthier environment to do it.” 
Those interested in the new pro- 
gram can attend a free workshop 
aimed at promoting outdoor rink us- 
age Jan. 29 at the Crestwood Com- 
munity League from 9-11 a.m.

Un-Google Your Mind

The mind can be as indiscriminate as 
an online search engine. Enter “dog” 
into Google and it finds 10 pages of 
results specifically regarding dogs. 
Likewise, enter into the search en- 
gine of your mind that you're fi- 
nancially insecure, and your mind 
will produce countless results as to 
how you've never been able to make 
ends meet, eliminating in its search 
all those times that you experienced 
financial gain. 

This idea was the main concept at 
@ recent goal achievement seminar 
organized by local group Goal Ninjas. 
The seminar really changed my life. 

The search engine of the mind is 
only doing its job — indiscriminately 
finding evidence for that which we 
enter into it. This, of course, can 
be harmful. For example, what of a

person who continually enters into 
the search engine of their mind that 
the world is an unsafe place to be? 
Their mind will find endless results 
for what could happen that would 
compromise their safety. In my field, 
we believe that thought energy mani- 
fests itself into our reality. If this is 
true, then the person who believes 
that the world is menacing will have 
a tendency to manifest more unsafe 
situations than a person who believes 
they're secure. Similarly, someone 
who mentally affirms something like 
“I'm not good enough” will more 
than likely manifest this to be true 
at some level. If your goal is to land 
your dream job, for example, but you 
believe you're not good enough, this 
is a huge discrepancy. Your mind 
is trained to find evidence to prove 
true your belief that you're not good 
enough.

The evidence may 
have always been there and I simply 
wasn't acknowledging it. 

The New Year is a great time to re- 
evaluate life purpose and set goals 
for personal improvement. This year, 
why not set goals that are in line with 
what you believe or work on chang- 
ing your beliefs to match your goals, 
thereby setting yourself up for suc- 
cess?

| Of all the Gates in the world — Hell's, 


Golden, Bill and Melinda, etc. — Ed- 
monton’s Jasper Gates may be the

nitude. At these “gates” commuters 
shooting along 100th Street from the 
west end can opt to head downtown 
or plunge into the delightfully un 
gentrified seaminess of Jasper Place’s 
share of Stony Plain Road. 

Jasper Gates’ 
box” strip mall — in which two or 


monumental “big 
more large chain retail establish- 
ments anchor a number of smaller 
businesses, all surrounding a sizable, 
unhandsome parking lot — has none- 
theless accrued to itself a pretty im- 
pressive array of restaurants. 

There are exotic establishments 
like Tropika, a miso and a Vietnam- 
ese soup joint, as well as continen- 
tal charmer I] Forno. There are also 
some which, you can tell all the way 
across the parking lot, probably 
aren't that impressive. 

My own prejudices caused me to 


| lump Moshi Moshi Japanese Cui- 


sine, untried, into the latter category 
all because of one little word on their 
sign: “Express.” In my lexicon, that 
word is associated with the serial 
venue of a gluey, mediocre fast-food 
interpretation of Japanese cooking 
traditions dotted across the strip 
malls that have followed in Jasper 
Gates’ wake. They are the value- 
menu equivalent of rice bowls and 
maki that are second-or-third-last

Tragically, this led me to dismiss 
the Moshi 
Moshi out of hand until the last day 


entirely meritorious 
of the holiday break, when they be- 
came literally the second-or-third- 
last resort. Having discovered that a 


| LOT of other restaurants were taking 


the day after New Year's Day off, we 
called up Moshi Moshi (coinciden- 


| tally, a common Japanese telephone 


| greeting) and received a cheerful 
HAPPY NEW YEAR as confirma- 
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tion that they were, indeed, open for 
business. Thus we struck out for Jas- 
per's storied gates, visions of glaring 
fluorescents and glum counter staff 
in matching golf shirts and visors 
dancing in our heads. 

It's true — Moshi Moshi’s shoe- 
string esthetic splendour was com- 
promised by some unflattering fluo- 
rescent lighting and furniture that 
might come back in style any day 
now. But between the capably han- 
dled menu of sushi-joint staples and 
the speedy, gregarious serving style —

to say nothing of the entirely reason- 
able price point — you can overlook 
a few incongruous shades of brown 
and the lightbox menu board behind 
the till. (It should also be noted that 
the last page of Moshi Moshi’s menu 
comprises Filipino dishes, which de- 
mand a return visit.) 

When I say Moshi Moshi has a 
handle on the staples, I’m not saying 
they don't add the odd twist. Green 
salads, for example, can be a pretty 
rote affair at sushi restaurants — ice- 
berg lettuce, tomato, shredded carrot 
in rice vinaigrette — but the Moshi 
Moshi House Salad ($4.95) upped 
the ante with a quartered spring roll 
and some very tasty marinated shii- 
take mushroom caps on top of the 
expected, while the avocado tempura 
salad ($4.95) improved the formula 
with four big chunks of lightly bat- 
tered 'n’ fried avocado, which kind of 
left me wondering why no one else 
has ever served me that. Likewise 
tiger prawn gyoza ($8.95) wrapped 
tasty, pan-fried pockets of pork and 
green onions around a plump prawn 
(with the tail protruding for ease of 
handling), which seems like some- 
thing I should have already eaten at 
this point in my life. But nope. 

With two sushi. chefs on staff, 
perhaps one for each Moshi, they 
clearly know their way around raw 
fish — the sushi was fresh and gen- 
erously portioned. Special mention 
should be made of the succulent toro 
($4.50/two pieces), a mouth-filling 
slab of creamy tuna belly garnished 
with green onion that outshone all 
else. 

They also do a nice chop chop 
($4), if you happen to like chopped 
scallops in mayo and tobiko. 

Speaking of tobiko, which is just 
a nice way of saying flying fish roe, 
the Moshi Moshi roll ($12.95) was

IN THE UPCOMING SEASONS

With the upcoming glut of Imax 3-D blockbusters, 
remakes, adaptations and unnecessary sequels (here's 
looking at you, Scream 4) it’s easy to feel bogged down 
by cinematic crap. Yet fear not, film fans: 2011 still 
promises plenty of titles worth watching, and not just 
for switch-your-brain-off popcorn munching guilty 
pleasure. 

Six years after his Pocahontas reboot, The New 
World, filmmaker’s filmmaker Terrence Malick re- 
turns with The Tree of Life. Epic in theme but focus- 
ing on characters as always, it follows an 11-year-old 
boy through life’s childhood travails and the unusual 
lessons of his parents (Brad Pitt and relative new- 
comer Jessica Chastain). Later, we see the child as a 
grown man (played by Sean Penn), seeking to reclaim 
his roots as the world’s true nature unfolds. Cinema- 
tographer Emmanuel Lubezki (Y tu mama también, 
Children of Men, The New World) lends his signature 
skills behind the lens, bolstering The Tree of Life with 
jaw-dropping visuals. 

With early art-house efforts such as George Wash- 
ington, All The Real Girls and Snow Angels, director 
David Gordon Green earned similar repute for his 
thoughtful, affecting films. However, since helming 
The Pineapple Express followed by the HBO raunch- 
fest Eastbound and Down, Gordon Green has seem- 
ingly switched into gross-out comedy mode for the 
foreseeable future. His 2011 project is the medieval 
stoner comedy Your Highness, starring no less than 
Natalie Portman, James Franco, Zoey Deschanel and 
the incredible Danny McBride. Combining this killer 
cast with some surprisingly splashy special effects, it 
should undoubtedly bring the goods 

Sofia Coppola may have polarized viewers with the 
genre experiment period piece Marie Antoinette, but 
it’s clear she has a flair for memorable sequences, 
charismatic characters and kick-ass soundtracks. Her 
latest, Somewhere, opens in wide release this year, 
with a decidedly masculine star (Stephen Dorff) to 
contrast previous lead performances from Scarlett Jo- 
hansson and Kirsten Dunst. The meta-movie revolves 
around hard-partying Hollywood actor Johnny Marco, 
forced to raise his 11-year-old daughter Cleo (Dakota 
Fanning’s younger sister Elle) after mom skips town. 
Come for the subtle laughs, stay for songs from Phoe- 
nix, T. Rex and Bryan Ferry. 

For kids (and the parents who come along to the 
Cineplex), 2011 should also bring the fun. First up 
is Disney's animated Winnie the Pooh, featuring the 
voice-acting talents of Craig Ferguson, John Cleese, 
Tom Kenny (Spongebob Squarepants) and Jim Cum- 
mings as both Pooh and Tigger. Cars 2 roars out of the 
gates in 3-D computer animation with performances 
from Owen Wilson, Michael Caine, Emily Mortimer 
and Larry the Cable Guy (ugh). Rango stars Johnny 
Depp as a lawful chameleon in a spaghetti western 
setting, while also featuring Isla Fisher, Bill Nighy, 
Harry Dean Stanton and more. Finally, be forewarned 


for The Smurfs, with its rogue’s gallery of Neil Pat- 
rick Harris, Sofia Vergara, George Lopez, Paul Reu- 
bens, Jayma Mays, Anton Yelchin, Hank Azaria, Fred 
Armisen, Kenan Thompson and Katy Perry (double 
ugh). 

Fans of sci-fi and action of all stripes can get stoked 
for at least four blood-racing titles this year. The Green 
Hornet may seem a strange turn for Michel Gondry 
after the whimsical surrealist fare of Eternal Sunshine 
of the Spotless Mind and Be Kind Rewind (not to 
mention his stunningly bizarre-o music videos), but 
with Seth Rogen in the driver's seat, it should at least 
be worth a cheap matinee. ‘y 

Limitless may or may not bring Bradley Cooper out 
of his douchebag typecasting, starring the smolder- 
ing actor as an out-of-work writer who discovers a 
miracle drug. The Mechanic looks to be a boilerplate 
one-against-the-world shoot ‘em up starring Jason 
Statham and Donald Sutherland, but may pack some 
enjoyment in its holster. Most promising is Source 
Code, Duncan Jones! (son of David Bowie) follow-up 
to the astonishing Moon, with JakeGylenhaal and love 
interest Michelle Monaghan in a body-switch bomb 
plot thriller set on a Chicago commuter train. First 
impression: Groundhog Day meets The Matrix, but 
way cooler than that sounds on paper. 

Sergei €isenstein's 1925 silent film game-changer 
Battleship Potemkin gains a brand new restoration for 
2011, with its first time on 35 mm, dozens of missing 
shots restored, all 146 title cards and the seminal 1926 
score from Edmund Meisel (yes, it's better than the 
versions by Icelandic band Mum and ... um ... the Pet 
Shop Boys). : 

Sam Peckinpah’s 1971 film critic fave Straw Dogs 
(starring Dustin Hoffman) also gets revisited this 
year, albeit in a remake from critic-turned-director 
Rod Lurie, casting Alexander Skarsgard, Kate Bos- 
worth, James Woods and X-Men alum James Mars- 
den. No high hopes, but it could still surprise in its 
September opening. 

On the documentary front, Phil Ochs: There But For 
Fortune provides a glimpse into the life and work of 
the protest musician striving for commercial success 
in the turbulent storm of 1960s and ’70s America. The 
credited cast includes Joan Baez, controversial author- 
critic Christopher Hitchens and Tom Hayden (a.k.a. 
Sonar from The Six Million Dollar Man). Meanwhile, 
/afk: Away From Keyboard shines the spotlight on the 
wildly different place and time occupied by the 12 mil 
lion gamers of World of Warcraft. 

After winning the Palm d’Or at the 2010 Cannes 
Film Festival, Thai mind-blower Uncle Boonmee Who 
Can Recall His Past Lives gets wide release this spring. 
With the unique visuals and enigmatit storytelling of 
rising director Apichatpong Weerasethakul, it will like- 
ly ride its buzz train onto big screens, winning legions 
of new fans along the way. Uncle Boonmee’s only true 
competition for across-the-board critical consensus is 
Pirahna 3 DD, the upcoming sequel to the 2010 T&A 
underwater splatterpalooza. To preemptively answer 
your questions, yes, it's in 3-D again, and yes, the title 
is a pun on large breasts.

How and when did human culture 
arrive in North America? Was it dur- 
ing, before or after the ice age? 

This is the subject of a documen- 
tary made for the CBC science pro- 
gram, The Nature Of Things, by 
Clearwater Media. The documentary 
runs Jan. 7 at the Metro Cinema and 
airs Jan. 13 on CBC, 

Clearwater Media is the company 
run by two Edmonton filmmakers: 
Niobe Thompson and Tom Radford. 


Thompson is a documentary film- 
maker and anthropologist, with a 
PhD from Cambridge's Scott Polar 
Research Institute 

His recent films include Inuit Od- 
yssey and Tar Sands: Canada For 
Sale. Tom Radford is a writer, di- 
rector, and producer with a 35-year 
career, whose films have received 
awards all over the world 

In addition to the afore-mentioned 
films he’s directed Arctic Dreamer 
and Alberta Bound. He's also the 
author of three books including the 
bestselling Alberta, A Celebration. 

The film explores the idea that 
humans were in North America be- 
fore the end of the ice age. Prevail- 
ing scientific theory, accepted since 
the 1930s, surmises that a people 
they call the Clovis didn’t arrive 
until 11,000 years ago, when a gap 


in the ice age glacier opened and al- 
lowed them to cross by a land bridge 
across the Bering Strait, frorn Sibe 
ria through a land named Beringia 
The reason the theory has until now 
remained unchallenged is that there 
weren't scientifically verified human 
remains dating from prior to that 
time. Thompson, as host of the film, 
looks at various recent discoveries 
which might shatter that theory. 

The film ranges in locale from 
Brazil, where they examine Luzia, 
a skeleton found in a cave area who 
may predate that era, to a genetic 
laboratory in Amsterdam, Lake Bai- 
kal in Russia, to the study of articu- 
late Cambridge anthropologist, Piers 
Vitebsky, the Paisley caves in Or- 
egon, to Inuit living on the present 
day Bering Sea, who are the genetic 
cousins of current North American 


aboriginal people. Thompson takes 
the viewer through the evidence and 
comes to some theory-shattering 
conclusions and how they might 
have come about 

The main attribute of the film is 
the gorgeous, high definition footage 
the filmmakers got of all the locales: 
from the glaciers of the Arctic to the 
British city of Cambridge, the deso 
late wilds of Russia and the Bering 
Strait, to the deserts and caves of 
North and South America 

Also striking are their dramatic 
enactments of prehistoric hunting, 
fishing and boating scenes, using 
present-day Inuits and aboriginals 
dressed in primitive furs among 
herds of reindeer and caribou or in 
skin boats. 

Both the narration and the talking 
heads of other anthropologists and

scientists they interview are clear 
and concise and move the story for- 
ward with firm pacing. While the 
film demonstrates a fair amount 
of my favourite scientific epigram

“ing know”), and 


how much science and 
speculation are interwoven, it also 
examines why some evidence may 
not be in the current anthropological 
record 

It's an interesting subject and both 
the theories presented here and the 
visual aspects of the film do it jus- 
tice. It's an intriguing film:foreither 
the layman or those with interests in 
science, genetics and/or anthropol- 
ogy. 

The program for the Metro states 
the filmmakers will be in attendance 
for a Q & A session, which should be 


as interesting as the film itself.

British Documentarian Adam Cur- 
tis indirectly addresses this question 
in the magnificent documentary 
Century of the Self, an extraordinary 
investigation into how — through 
the work of advertisers and psycho- 
analysts over the last 100 years — the 
capitalist and political system social- 
ized the masses into creatures of de- 
sire from creatures of need, 

Originally broadcast in four one- 
hour segments on the BBC in 2002 
(and not surprisingly, never screened 
again), Curtis takes footage from the 
vast BBC archives, augments it with 
selected interviews, and narrates his 
own hypothesis to create a unique 
synthesis of disparate images com- 
menting and supporting thesis. 

It creates a highly unusual and ex- 
tremely effective synthesis of pro- 
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the psychoanalytical field primarily 
from the work of his nephew. 

Part 2 of the documentary, The 
Engineering of Consent, examines 
Bernas relationship with the C.LA. 
and the U.S. Government in helping 
to legitimize and popularize psycho- 
analysis as a means of social control 
for the masses. 

This segment is engrossing in de- 
tailing the rise of Sigmund Freud's 
daughter Anna to the top of the 
psychoanalytical ladder and her de- 
struction of Wilhelm Reich's life and 
theories; the creation and propaga- 
tion of the “focus group” as a vehicle 
for social order and the emerging of 
electroconvulsive therapy and eu- 
genics as an opportunity for reshap- 
ing reality

Seeing as performances can be fairly 
slim pickings during the month of 
January, as people tend not to go 
out, I thought I'd take this month’s 
column to look at the emerging “Jazz 
and Contemporary Studies” degree. I 
spoke at some length with Raymond 
Baril, head of woodwinds and brass 
at MacEwan Music, Grant MacEwan 
University. 

Starting in September 2011, ap- 
proximately 30 students will be ac- 
cepted each year in to the brand new 
degree granting program. “This has 
been fairly strategically designed,” 
Baril says. “Nothing else like this ex- 
ists in Canada so as to avoid,a dupli- 
cation of services. We don’t want to 
just imitate what U of T or Humber 
are already doing.” The new degree 


does indeed have a number of unique 
components. It's the only degree in 
Canada that offers the jazz portion in 
conjunction with the contemporary 
studies, and also has a fairly major 
emphasis on the business of music 
component. 

Many similar degrees fall into the 
area of “applied degrees”, but, unlike 
most applied degrees, rigour is built 
directly into the program. In theory 
this should lead to an ease of trans- 
ferability from MacEwan Univer- 
sity’s program to graduate degrees 
elsewhere. 


MacEwan will be focusing not only 
on the business of music but “how to 
work in a changing music environ- 
ment.” 

This should be a positive move not 
only for MacEwan and music stu- 
dents, but for Edmonton as a whole 
“From the applications already seen 
there's a wider interest on behalf of 
students — currently the largest por 
tion of applicants so far is from the 
greater Edmonton area, but we're 
getting applications from as far away 
as Ontario, the U.S., and interna- 
tional inquiries. Also CVs are com

THIS YEAR PROMISES TO BE 
AGREAT ONE FOR FICTION 
AND GRAPHIC NOVELS

Ask any word nerd and they'll tell 
you that the start of a new year brings 
along an onslaught of new books. 
2011 is no exception, with a torrent 
of titles from literary bigwigs, fresh 
looks at the classics and some new- 
bies you'll surely want to invite into 
your personal library. Here's a run- 
down of releases to watch for. 

First off, three words that should 
be at the top of anyone's reading list 
this year are The Pale King. The late, 
unbelievably great David Foster Wal- 
lace first began his research for the 
posthumous novel in 1997, following 
the publication of his epic magnum 
opus Infinite Jest. Though still un 
finished at the time of his passing in 
September '08, Foster Wallace left 
behind a plethora of drafts, notes

and character sketches amassed into 
a 1,000 pages plus manuscript, now 
whittled down to 496 by longtime

As for the plot, The Pale King has 
been described as drilling into the 
psyche of Midwestern IRS agents 
battling with intense boredom, while 
also finding moments of universal 
laughter and understanding in traffic 
jams, bus rides and standing in lines. 
If the excerpts previously published 
in Harper's, The New Yorker and 
Australia's The Lifted Brow are any 
indication, it should serve as a final 
showcase for one of the most emi- 
nently impressive, brain-wrackingly 
challenging and endlessly rewarding 
writers of this or any era 

The name Karen Russell may ring 
less of a bell, but the Miami, Florida 
born talent made quite a splash with 
her 2006 short-story collection, St.

with her debut novel Swamplandia!, 
another whimsical child-starring tale 
set in the swampy backwaters of 
Russell's home state. This time, the 
heroine is Ava Bigtree, a 12-year-old 
amateur alligator wrestler setting 
off to find her long-lost sister, while 
encountering all number of kooky 
characters. Sure to be a ton o’ fun. 

Continuum’s killer 33 1/3 series 
of pocket-sized books on semi- 
nal albums continues in 2011 with 
poet Tony Tost’s tribute to Johnny 
Cash's American Recordings. Near- 
ing the end of a legendary career, 
Cash teamed with oddball producer/ 
spiritual guide Rick Rubin to record 
what is arguably his finest album, 
featuring Cash's own gravel-voiced 
reimaginings of songs from Leonard 
Cohen, Tom Waits and even Glenn 
Danzig. The book promises a glimpse 
into these storied 1993 recording 
sessions, with detailed looks at each 
entry on the tracklist. For longtime 
Cash fans it’s a must, yet also offers 
a window into this overlooked album 
for the uninitiated. 

On a lighter note, Tina Fey offers 
up a questionable-haircuts-and-all 
autobiography with Bossypants, hit- 
ting shelves in April. Bouncing back 
to the days before 30 Rock, Mean 
Girls or her spot-on Sarah Palin skits 


for Saturday Night Live, Fey shares 
her childhood trials and likely hi- 
larious tribulations in this breezy 
272-pager. 

Polarizing shock-rocker Chuck 
Pahlaniuk (Fight Club, Choke, Sur- 
vivor) returns in ‘Il with Damned, a 
sacrilicious send-up of Judy Blume’s 
classic Are You There God? It's Me 
Margaret?, revolving around an 
ll-year-old girl who finds herself in 
hell. To prove he’s not completely 
heartless, Pahlaniuk has said the 
novel was written as a means to deal 
with the death of his mother from 
breast cancer in 2009. All the same, 
it’s surely not for the faint of heart. 

That said, Pahlaniuk’s casual mis- 
anthropy still seems like kiddie stuff 
compared to sex, death and drug-ob- 
sessed transgressive author Dennis 
Cooper. Equally despised and revered 
in differing circles, he is best known 
for his novel The Sluts, told through 
graphic online reviews of male pros- 
titutes. This year he publishes three 
books: The Marbled Swarm, Jerk/ 
Through Their Tears (a book-CD 
collaboration with Gisele Vienne and 
UK electronic artist Pita) and the re- 
issue of his 1997 graphic novel Hor- 
ror Hospital Unplugged with artist 
Keith Mayerson 

Speaking of graphic novels, top- 


notch Montreal publishing house 
Drawn & Quarterly packs its own 
share of highlights for spring 2011. 
From Anders Nilsen’s 658 page be- 
hemoth Big Questions to the sixth 
book in the Moomin saga from Fin- 
land’s late Lars Jansson, a semiau- 
tobiographical look at high school 
reunions (called Reunion) from Ni- 
colas and Bigfoot author/artist Pas- 
cal Girard to Zach Worton's drama- 
tized retelling of the late 19th century 
gold rush (called The Klondike), it's 
clear D&Q is on its game. However, 
the most anticipated title is Chester 
Brown's Paying for It, his first effort 
since 2003’s beloved Louis Riel. Sure 
to stir up some discussion, Brown 
offers a frank, self-described ‘comic 
strip memoir’ about his experiences 
as a “John,” 

Finally, if we’re lucky, 2011 will also 
bring the second chapter in graphic 
novelist Charles Burns’ X-ed Out 
trilogy. Blending his own teenage 
experiences as a punk rocker and 
William S. Burroughs-obsessed poet 
with visions of a nightmarish dream- 
world and his bizarre-o Tintin-in- 
spired alter ego Nitnit, its first 2010 
offering served up some of the most 
captivating work in current comic 
books, and can only get weirder from 
here.

LOCAL PLAYRIGHT BRINGS HIS 
WWII TRILOGY HOME 





THE SPIRAL DIVE TRILOGY 
La Gité Francophone, Jan. 6-23

It's been years in the making, but 
<enneth Brown's Second World War 
epic, The Spiral Dive Trilogy is fi- 





nally coming to the stage in a com- 
plete form. Brown calls, sounding a 
bit tired, but jubilant from a night of 
joyous celebration. The holidays are 
treating him in fine form as he finds 
uimself on the eve of bringing the 





critically acclaimed Spiral Dive back 
to Edmonton for another run at La 
Cité Francophone. 

The play's origins are daunting; 
transcribing from memory what was 
to be a novel, lost at sea in a sinking 
boat, into a five-year plan and three- 
part stage production. “I always 
knew what the story arc of the piece 
was, but I was depressed and didn't 
know if I could undertake the story 
again,” Brown explains. 

Instead he kicked around the idea 
of bringing the story to the stage, 
when he found his muse in two of 
his former students at the Fringe. “In 
2007, Blake (William Turner) and 
Bryan (D. Webb) did a stage-fighty 


version of Beowulf and I thought 
to myself, these guys can pull it off. 
They had the physical and narrative 
skills to do Spiral Dive.” 

Now three Fringe seasons since that 
encounter, working with his original 
cast members, Brown describes his 
elation at having his actors on the 
same page, working together on their 
commitment to the five year project 
of Spiral Dive. 

“I cannot express strongly enough 
my gratitude for this creative rela- 
tionship being as solid and comfort- 
able as it’s always been.” 

Despite the piece needing some 
minor re-writing adjustments and 
tweaks, Brown says it remains largely 
the same story that he and the actors 
have worked on for the past three 
years. “A character that you devel- 
oped in Episode One that comes up 
again in Episode Three is a different 
character,” Brown says, crediting his 
actors with helping with that transi- 
tion in characterization 

Largely due to the grand nature of 
the Spiral Dive saga, which crosses 
continents, replete with aerial dog- 
fights, barroom shenanigans and 
mess-hall bonding, the staging has 
always been sparse, relying heav- 
ily on the actors’ physical acrobatics 
on chairs and rolling trolleys. When

asked if this will change with the | 


new staging, and all three plays being 


staged in one run, Brown responds, | 
“We built this show to tour, so one of | 


the principles has been that we can't 
load ourselves down with props 


“That simplicity is very hard to 


complete. The idea hasn't been to 


weight the show down with props | 
because it doesn’t bear it. It‘s kind of | 


Shakesperean in that regard.” 
The only real change is in the light- 


ing: “For the first time, we have real | 


light design. We have always had to 
keep things relatively simple, but 





with this show we have the option to 


light more artistically.” 

Presenting a play in three parts to 
an audience seems daunting, espe 
cially considering that the production 
faces the task of staging a marathon 
event, showing all three parts, nearly 


five hours of theatre, in one sitting, | 


but Brown is confident that he and | 


his stable of actors can pull it off. “I 


| 
was amazed at how well our actors | 


maintained the energy throughout 
the play,” Brown says of a rehearsal 
that ran through the three plays in 
one afternoon. “We have to try to 
maintain the integrity of the work. 

“We're going to do our very best to 
give our audience the strongest three 
shows that we can.”

“I wanted to find a way to sell CDs 
without selling CDs because people 
actually don’t want CDs, they just 
want music,” explains A.O.K. “At 
the same time, I’m an independent 
artist. Ninety per cent of my album 
sales come from selling them at 
concerts and craft fairs — it's hand 
to hand stuff. So if I just put out my 
album digitally and I do a concert, in 
that 15 seconds where someone still 
's impressed by my music, the next 
band hasn't gone on and they want to 
buy my music, if I say ‘go to iTunes’ 
chances are that they are not going 
to go to iTunes. Chances are they're 
Soing to forget about it.”

While the album itself is full of 
adult content, the book is the ador- 
able tale of Q and U, two letters that 
work best together. “I don’t think I 
knew I was writing a love story un- 
til | came up with the line, ‘I think 
it's time we see other letters,’” he 
admits. “This is about male insecu- 
rity. This is about Q feeling like he 
can’t keep up with the number of 
friends that [U] has and he's get- 
ting a little bit jealous so he wants to 
explore other terrain and get back to 
her.” 

That's why the two seemingly 
disparate art forms work together 
— both are, at heart, explorations of 
love. And A.O.K. now has the per- 


spective to talk about both the awk- 
wardness of a relationship that isn’t 
working and the effortless joys of a 
relationship that is. It’s a theme that 
reaches across all forms of creatiy- 
ity, simplified for a child's tale or 
scratched into a rap song. 

“This album is selling really well 
and within three weeks I saw my first 
$1,000 off of it and for a handcraft- 
ed, homemade album that’s amaz- 
ing,” A.O.K says. “I’m really excited 
about that. And like every rapper, 
I'm going to spend my first G on tires 
— I'm getting winter tires next week, 
because I've almost been in two acci- 
dents trying to get to work today. So 
winter tires. I'll be ballin’.”
